Conditions Are Essentially Sound 


With the closing of one year and the incoming of a new year it is custom- 
ary for business institutions and individuals to take stock of their present 
position and ascertain whether progress has been recorded, whether assets or 
liabilities have increased, and, generally, whether their position is stronger or 
weaker than at the beginning of the twelve-month period. It is not only 
natural that this stocktaking should be done, but it is eminently wise. | But 
if it is to be of full value, it must be searchinig im character and absolutely 
honest. No camouflage should be tolerated, e 

In last week's article in this column, a forward look was attempted and 
the conclusion reached that prospects in Canada were bright for improvement 
during 1925, providing the peoplé of Canada displayed continued confidence in 
themselves and the resources of their country, and threw themselves with un- 
remitting energy into the task of devgloping those resources for their own 
use and to supply foreign markets. Later reports from all quarters serve to 
strengthen this view. 

In order, however, to obtain a true conception of presen-day conditions, 
it is necessary to look back over a longer period than one year. Just six 
years have elapsed since the World War ended, and the titanic conflict which 
turned the world upside down for nearly five years ended in victory for the 
Allies. During those years of tremendous destruction of life and property 
the pendulum swung to the extreme in one direction. During the last six 
years it has swung to the extreme in the other direction, as was inevitable. 
It is now gradually getting back to normal. ; 

When one stops to consider the world situation at the close of 1918 with 
millions of men still under arms, to be transported to their homes, demobiliz- 
ed and absorbed into the occupatiqns of civilian life; with the world’s whole 
industrial organization to be re-converted from the business of war to the arts 
and sciences of peace; with inflated values for commodities of all kinds to be 
restored to normal levels; with all the destruction of war to be made good, and 
all the aftermath of war to be cleaned up, it is little short of marvellous that 
so much has been accomplished and conditions are as satisfactory as they 
now are, six years later. want 

It could not be otherwise than that there should be periods of discour- 
agement and depression, unemployment and hard times, with their accom- 
paniment of distress, suffering and loss during this time of reconstruction and 
readjustment. But the marvel is not that full recovery has not been more 
quickly achieved, but that so much has been accomplished without greater un- 
rest, more prolonged depression, and more severe losses. 

Instead of the people of Canada feeling discouraged and despondent be- 
cause of conditions as they exist today, they should rather be encouraged and 
profoundly thankful, and filled with confidence for the future solidly based 
on the really wonderful recovery of the past few years. 

These years of advensity, trying and difficult as they have been, have not 
been without value. .In the long run those who have displayed courage and 
tenacity, fought their economic battles and hung grimly on, will reap their 
reward, and Canada will be the better for the struggle through which it has, 
and still is, passing. 

Recent years. have proven that these Western Provinces are capable of 
producing great crops. Some districts. may be adversely affected one year, 
and othr districts in other years. But the country as a whole is sound and 
capable of producing enormous wealth, and with a resumption of normal world 
conditions—and this normalcy becomes more evident with each passing year— 
there is no cause for pessimism nor doubt as to the future. _ 

Methods and conditions are, and must, constantly be changing, and our 
people must accept and meet these. For example, not so many years ago 
Western Canada was a butter importing country; today it exports millions of 
pounds of butter annually. Western Canada used to import turkeys for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas; now it exports them by the carload to Eastern 
and United States markets. 

Immigration, which came to a stop during the war and was halted for 
some years by after-war conditions, is rapidly rising, and with the stringent 
“quota” restirctions now imposed by the United States, the tide is turning to- 
wards this Dominion, so that we may expect an ever-increasign influx of new 
population and new wealth. 

Instead of talking hard times and depression, Canadians at the opening 
of the New Year should, after taking a backward glance, turn their faces for- 
ward with hope and confidence. Compared with most countries, Canada is 
indeed fortunate and blessed. Its people can, if they will, carry it and them- 
selves a long way onward on the road to good times and an all-round satisfac- 
tory degree of development and prosperity.

Canada’s Southern Area 
Vegetation in the Carolinian Zone In 
Southwestern Ontario 
Few persons have the opportunity 
or the time to study Canada as this 
country deserves. Visitors have been 
heard to say they did not know we had 
such universally favorable weather 
conditions or such a vartety of clim- 
ate; even our own people are large- 
ly unfamiliar with. many of its most 
interesting features. For instance, 
in Southwestern Ontario, south of a 
line running from Toronto to Goderich 
we have what is known as the Caro- 
linian zone, so-called on account of 
the similarity of the vegetation with 
that of the Southern Atlangjc States, 
In, this area are many farms of vege- 
talon that occur nowhere else in Can- 
ada. It is known as the fruit belt, 
and it is fully settled and intensively 
farmed. The few remaining trees are 
characteristic of the original forest 
such as sycamore, chestnut, black 
walnut and certain species of-oak and 
hickory. 
Among the plants which are pecu- 
liar to certain localities in this area 
are sassafras, red mulberry, tulip 
trees, flowering dogwood and others. 
There are over 100 varieties of her- 
in this

‘It is interesting to note that Pelee 
Island, the most southerly point of 
Canada, is 183 miles south of the lati- 
tude of Toronto.

Tapping Prevented By New System of 
Transmission 

A new system of transmitting by 
wireless commercial news, which is 
directly transferred from a typewriter 
in the transmitting station to the tape 
which spins out written characters in 
the receiving office has been discover- 
ed.

EGYPT'S CASE AT 
LEAGUE, MEETING 


Rome.—That an agreement has been 
reached not to discuss the Anglo- 
Sgyptian conflict at the present coun- 
cil meeting of the League of Nations 
was indicated by Austen Chamberlain, 
British foreign secretary, who, in re- 
ceiving the British correspondents, 
said that it seemed very unlikely any 
of his colleagues in the council would 
ask for information concerning Egypt. 

For his part, the foreign secretary 
said he would not volunteer to speak 
on the question because it does not 
fall. within the range of matters coy- 
ered by the league’s covenant, and be- 
catse it contains no danger to peace 
of the world. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the fu- 
ture policy of Great Britain in Egypt} — 
would be based on the carrying out of 
direct obligations to the people of the 
Sudan, the protection of British rights, 
and not only the protection of vital 
interests of the British Empire, but 
also the interests of the entire world. 

Mr. Chamberlain expressed grati- 
fication at the nature of his recep- 
tion by the Pope, adding that they had 
talked about British Empire, although 
not about the affairs of the world. 

Touching on the general aspect of 
his visit abroad, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that the primary governing motive of 
the trip Was to emphasize the attitude 
of the new British Government to the 
league, and place that attitude beyond 
dispute, also to get in touch with the 
French and Italian points of view. He 
added that his visits with Premier 
Herriot in Paris and with Premier 
Mussolini in Rome had fully answer- 
ed his expectations,

ing ceremonies. The later dates are 
more probable in view of the fact that 
the cabinet has not yet commenced 
the estimates for 1925.

Ottawa.—Ratification of the Cana- 
dian-Australian trade treaty will not 
likely occur in Canada until the Do- 
minion Parliament has formally adopt- 
ed the treaty in toto. Much of the 
treaty has already been accepted by 
the Dominion Government and the Do- 
minion Parliament is able to give to it 
at once, or as much of it as it is em- 
powered to do, following the adoption 
of the treaty in the Parliament of the 
Commonwealth.

EXHIBITIONS IS 
TO BE OPPOSED 


Ottawa.—The question of whether 
or not religious and charitable organ- 
izations should be allowed to operate 
a gambling device afi bazaars and 
sales when such a device was barred 
at fall fairs and exhibitions under the 
law, arose when a delegation headed 
by J. G. Shearer, head of the Social 
Service Council of Canada, interview- 
ed the premier and members of the 
government. The delegation came to 
protest against the government ac- 
cepting a suggested amendment from 
the Canadian Exhibitiohs Association 
under which wheels of fortune and 
other gambling devices would be per 
mitted at all fairs. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister of 
agriculture, brought up the question 
of the use of wheels of fortune at 
church bazaars,and asked why they 
should be allowéé there if they were 
not permitted at the exhibitions. The 
reply of the delegation was that the 
churches would prefer not to have any 
exception made in their favor, under 
Code, if it was to be 
broadened to include fall fairs. It 
was pointed out, however, that fall 
exhibitions could hardly be classed as 
either charitable or religious, 

It was also requested that the busi- 
ness of race track betting be made a 
criminal offence and that the publica- 
tion of racing tips and odds be forbid- 
den. 

Premier King promised the delega- 
tion that when the suggested amend- 
ment of the Canadian Exhibitions As- 
sociation came before the cabinet, the 
representations in opposition of it 
would receive the fullest considera- 
tion. 


Saskatchewan Liquor Bill 


Measure Vigorously Defended in the 
House by Premier Dunning 

Regina.—Following a vigorous de- 
fence of the government’s policy in 
relation to the Saskatchewan liquor 
bill in the legislature by Premier Dun- 
ning, the measure was given its sec- 
ond reading without a division. 

“Government control” was not a 
new thing in Western Canada, Mr. 
Dunning pointed out, “but since the 
earliest times the people had recog- 
nized the necessity for controlling the 
liquor traffic.

Kiel, Germany.—The firgt German 
man of war constructed since the 
Great War is nearing completion here.

In discussing the straw problem, Sir 
John made the following observation: 
“The problem in the utilization of the 
straw is to decompose it so that the 
humus of the soil is freed again. The 
method which we were able to develop 
was a consequence of an investigation 
of the changes which take place in 
ithe decomposition of straw in_ the 
tarmyard manure heap. As nearly 
us we-can tell by chemical! analysis, 
the artificial process duplicates the 
natural decry-of the nianure pile, and 
the product cannot 
from the original humus of the soil.” 


Farmers haye known for some time 
that. raw straw is worse than useless 
as a fertilizer. Sir John pointed out. 
The Rothamsted workers placed this 
observation on a quantitative basis, 
however, and they found that crops 
were actually diminished - when un- 
treated straw was ploughed into the 
ground. “This is because the. soil 
organisms decompose the siraw, but 
in order to accomplish the breakdown 
they absorb plant food, 
bing the grain of some of its nourish- 
ment,” the scientist explained. ‘‘The 
bacteria® absorb nitrates in particular. 
Appreciation of this fact suggested a 
solution of the difficulty. The 
microbes are fed their nitrogen sep: 
arately, they break up the straw, free- 
ing the original humus, and this can 
then be put back into the ground,” 

The procedure adopted consists in 
building stacks by mixing with each 
ion of straw a few pounds of sulphate 
oi ammonia, relatively inexpensive, 
and calcium carbonate, cheaply secur- 
ed as powdered limestone, marble or 
cfialk. The ammonia supplies the 
nitrogen factor, and the carbonate 
prevents the mixture becoming so acid 
ihat the bacteria will not work, 

“In from two to three weeks, with 
the English climate, we find thai the 
straw_has returned to humus,” Sir 
John stated. “No inoculation is 
necessary.. There.are enough germs 
in the dirt mixed with the straw to 
start thé process off. Whien the re- 
sultant mixture was tested by using 
it to fertilize a fleld of potatoes,:a 
crop was” obtained practically the 
equivalent of the yield with barnyard 
manure as the added food. Similar 
results ere obtained fn using th? pro- 


duct to replenish the humus of the 
soil in between successive crops of 
wheat. 


“Burning is a wasteful way of dis 
posing of straw,” Sir John continued. 
“Other Dominions are inquiring into 
the process and [-can see no reason 
why it should not, be tested here. 
Sufficient time elapses between the 
dispateh of the harvest and the com- 
ing of cold weather unfavorable to 
the growth of the organisms, to Der 
mit the fe -rmentatton of the straw.”

U.S. Plans One Much Larger Than 
Any Yet Built 

United States navy air experts have 
disclosed to congress plaéms for a 6,- 
000,000 cubic feet capacity airship, 
which would dwarf the 2,600,000 capa- 
city Los Angeles, and bé mu¢h larger 
than the two new 5,000,000 capacity 
ships ordered by the British “Govern- 
ment for commercial use. between 
England and Australia. 

The proposed liner, Admiral Moffatt 
said, would be 785 feet in length, com-

When seeding alfalfa, sow from 
twelve to fifteen pounds of alfalfa seed 
to the acre and use a grass seeder at-

able to grow on them with greater 
ease than on alfalfa. We have ob- 
served on our farms that where alfalfa 
and sweet clover were sown together 
without inoculation, and later the 
plants dug up, the sweet clover would 
show an abundance of tubercles, while 
the alfalfa showed practically none. 
Where alfalfa has never been grown, 
sweet clover may be used as a prepar- 
ation for alfalfa, Alfalfa and sweet 
clover my be seeded together. The 
frequent cutting prevents the sweet 
clover from seeding, so that there 
would be very little of it appearing the 
second year. 

If alfalfa is seeded without a nurse 
crop the mower must be used every 
two to four weeks. If alfalfa is not 
mowed often, it grows tall and spind- 
ling, often tries to bloom and produce 
seed, turns yellow and dies. Mowing 
during the first summer prevents this, 
and the strength of the plant is used 
in root growth, instead of trying to 
bloom and produce seed. This is one 
of the imperatives of success. Under 
favorable conditions the alfalfa may 
make sufficient growth to warrant sav- 
ing for hay, and it should be cut be- 
fore blooming. If the growth Would 
smother the alialfa it should be rak- 
ed and hauled off; ordinarily the clip- 
ping may be left on the field,
